The detective employed by Judge Botkin to 
keep him poéted in regard to the plans of the 
Woodsdale faction and who furnished him 
information of the ambuscade Tuesday morn- 
ing is a resident of Haskell County. It was 
reported today that the identity of the spy 
was known to the plotters and that he was to 
be assassinated. To prevent this a warrant 
was issued for his arrest, and he will be taken 
to some county jail where he will be kept in 
safety until he is needed to give testimony, 

There are many rumors of collision between 
Deputy Sheriffs and the Woodsdale portion of 
the ambushing party. A courier who arrived 
here this morning stated that ten deputies 
came in sight of fifteen Woodsdale men in 
wagons a fow miles west of Springfield yes- 
terday. They gave chase and many shots were 
exchanged. The courier reported that two of 
the Woodsdale men were seen to fall forward 
in the rear wagon, but whether they were 
killed or only trying to get out of danger 
he could not.say. The officers’ horses, after a 
chase of ten miles towards the State line, 
gave out. No corroboration of this story 
could be obtained, and it is discredited by the 
authorities. From the same source from which 
Botkin received the information that a plot 
has been perfected by which he was to be as- 
sassinated’ Tuesday, it was learned thatthe 
secret organization by which this was to be 
brought about was perfected in Seward, Ste- 
vens, Morton, Grant, and Haskell Coun- 
ties. The members of this organization 
were compelled to take an oath on being ad- 
mitted to membership that they would use all 
human means to prevent Judge Botkin from 
ever again occupying the bench in this dis- 
trict. As the Judge will take his place in the 
court-room next Monday morning, an assault 
at that time is looked for. It is probable, 
however, that the presence of the military 
forces at that time will prevent any attempt 
upon Botkin’s life. All agree that it is but a 
matter of time before Judge Botkin will be 
shot if he persists in remaining in Southwest- 
ern Kansas. 


Dunn’s Death to Be Avenged. 
William VY. Dunn, the 17.year old son of 
Dunn, who looks 21, will return home Satur- 


day after his father’s burial for the purpose of 


settling up matters, as he .says, with a quiet 
but dangerous look in his eyes. The six men 
who escaped at the Canyon battle have openly 
declared that they will hunt to the death every 
man concerned in the killing, and young 
Dunn has joined them.

During the last quarter of a century we have 
been opening our ports more and more freely to 
those great natural products which, indigenous 
to oar land, are still yo our people a. necessity 
rather than a luxury, untaxed, and yet during all 
this time no commercial body, State Government, 
Congress, or Cabinet has shown a way by which 
to secure on a fair and reasonable and truly re- 
ciprocal basis the reception by other nations of 
our great natural products—possibly other prod- 
ucts equally needful to them by them equally or 
proportionately untaxed—thus in the exchange 
conferring an equal benefit and making in our 
day, in the commercial intercourse of nations, the 
gelden rule largely a reality. 

This is the present declared policy of this Na- 
tion to the extent of one-half of its entire trans- 
actions in the way of foreign imports. Who will 
dare predict or to limit the extent to which it 
may be enlarged? Manifestly the possibilities to 
which in both natural and acquired products and 
industries reciprocities may be carried by the 
United States no one has yet well conceived. 

In the present unsettled condition of many of 
the South American states, the attitude of the 
United States toward them should be consider- 
ate, patient, hopeful, and great results 
from reciprocity should not be looked for too 
speedily. As a matter of fact,this great continent 
of South America has been farther from us for 
practical and speedy intercourse than distant 
Ama and Africa.. Supreme in those close rela- 
tions, which are sure to come from the new policy 
inaugurated, should be our influence for tboir 
political and social progress rather than for our 
mutual commercial advantages. 

{fit should be suggested that the great com- 
mercial powers may enter into competition with 
usin this field, we reply : “ That need not concern 
us; the Uni States can hold her own in the

FEARS OF AN OUTBREAK, 


Gev. Gumphrey May Send More Troops to 
the Adjutant-General. 

Torexa, Kas., Jan. 7.—[Special. ]—Gov. 
Humphrey received a dispatch from Adjutant- 
General Roberts at Arkalon this evening tgll- 
ing him that there was foundation for a rumor 
that an attempt would be made to rescue four 
prisoners who were being held at the sugges- 
tion of Judge Botkin for participation in the 
Seward County war. Gen. Roberts added 
that his troops were divided, part being at 
Springfield and part at Arkalon, and that he 


would not have sufficient force to resist a 


large mob. Gov. Humphrey replied at once in- 
structing the Adjutant-General to concentrate 
his forces at one or the otberof the towns 
and that if a stili larger force was necessary 
to wire him and he would send a company 
from Wichita.

Our correspondence, both of a business and 
social. nature, with. the European nations 
has become so largo, and so many of our adopted 
citizens who desire to communicate with their 
friends across the water are so poor in purse that 
a redaction in postal rates is a reform most 
urgently needed. The rates on international 
money orders and foreign registered letters should 
be reduced for the same reason. In our own coun- 
try the postal rates ‘are low enough. During re- 
cent years, though the correspondence between 
the United States and foreign countries has in- 
creased enormously, there has been no reduction 
mn the postal rates. 

Politics Should Fe Kept Out, 

Divorce absolutely the pustoffice from politics, 
kee» the office-hunters away from the Postmaster- 
General. Give him achance to reform the serv- 
ice and attend to his work the same as any other 
businese-man. What chance has he to properly 
attend to the duties of the office with a horde of 
politicians, more or less “influential,” crowd- 
ing at his heels, waiting for him on the 
highway, and invading the very sanctity of 
his home when he retires from a well-deserved 
and much-needed. rest? Mr. Wanamaker, the 
very able and distinguished chief of the Postoffice 
Department, has achieved some most important 
and gratifying administrative results. For in- 
stance, the deficiency of $5.227,919.48 for 1880 
has been reduced for 1892 to $3,978,302.38, as es- 
timated, and in 1893 a surplus of $12,946.93 is 
looked for, yet the service has been vastly in- 
creased and improved. The time has been 
cut down greatly, there being a saving of 
four hours in the morning mail bétween New 
York and Boston, and the fast mail séfvice from 
the West for New England makes a full day's 
better time.

Committee of the Philadelphia Underwrit- 


ers’ Association Will Decide the Extent. 

PurraperruiA, Pa., Jan. 7.—[ Spécial. }— 
The Philadelphia Fire Underwriters’ Agsocia- 
tion today did not vote to increase rates on 
risks: The subject is in the hands of the Ex- 


ecutive committee. The heavy losses of the 
last year were exceeded only in the year 1871, 


when the great Chicago fire occurred. They 
cannot be accounted for except upon the the- 
ory of financial distress, which produces care- 
lessness to a great extent. The losses have 
been general all over the country. In regard

JUSTICE ADMINISTERED AT A ROPE’S END 


Two Negroes, the Murderers of a Jewish 
Peddler, Are Lynched at Rayville, La. 

Vicxsspund, Miss., Jan, 7.—[Special. ]—The 
dead bodies of two negroes, the self-confessed 
murderers of the Jewish peddler, Mike Bun- 
kins, were dangling from a tree at Rayville, 
La. this morning, the, men having been 
hanged a few hours before by a hundred or 
more.citizens. The avengers began to as- 
semble about 9 o’clock around the jail. 
Sheriff Lem Scott met them there and did all 
in his power to dissuade them from their pur- 
pose. but was powerless to move them or save 
the doomed men, The din of ham mers rang 
out on the frosty air for hours, and it was 
not until 3*o’clock in the morning that 
the guilty persons—foster and Horace Dis- 
harron—were reached. Foster was a youth 
of only 14 years, but well grown and acool, de- 
termined villain. Neither himself nor his 
companion: manifested the slightest trepida-

Illinois State Board at Springfield Makes 
Important Appropriations. 

Spainerterp, [ll., Jan. 7.—[Special.]—A 
meeting of the [linois Boadrd of the World’s 
Fair Commissioners was held at the office of 
the Seeretary of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture here today. It was explained that the 
boarg has decided to set apart $20,000 for the 
exhibit of the State institutions. Supt. Gil 
lette of the Deaf and Dumb Asylum, Supt. 
Hall of the Institution for the Blind, Supt. 
Demott of the Soldier Orphans’ Home, and 
Supt. Rowland of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Hom addressed the board on behalf of their 
respective institutions. They were practically 
unanimous in the opinion that $20,000 was 
altogether too little, ° 

Dry Gillette wanted $40,000 for the deuf and 
dumb alone, He peepenes to take 100 pupils 
to the Fair. Dr. Mines, Secretary of the State 
Board of Charities, thought that the exhibit 
should be made complete or not made at all; 
$20,000 would not be enough. Hes 
construction of models of the State institu- 
tions.
